The committee on resolutions beg 


leave to submit the following report: 


The Demoorarcy of Soioto county, in 


convention assembled, reaffirm 
their 


faith in the cardinal doctrines of the 
party and in the paramount 
issue of 


the campaign of 1896, and express a 
renewal of their faith in the patriotism 
and statesmanship of that matchless 
leader, William J. Bryan. 


We arraign the Republican leaders 


for a violation of their plighted faith

campaign. 


Every promise they made to secure 
the support of the people has been un- 
fulfilled.

Chairman Cadot again thanked the 


convention for the expression of their 
approval of his actions at the morning 
session.

O. M. Oobnrn moved 
the report ba adopted and 'this, pre- 
vailed. 


Chairman Cadoi then called 
for 


nominations for representative, 
and 


Hon. Jas. 
W. Newman arose. 
He 


made one of his old-time speeches in 
placing the name of W. A. Oonnolley 
before the convention. 
He emphasized 


the faot that the office was one of great 
irr-portunce to the people and that none 
but man of the highest character should 
ba nominated. 
Men should be selected 


whose integrity was too stoat to be cor 
rupted and who were too intelligent to 
be deceived. 
Mr. Newman 
paid a 


passing allusion to the 
corruption 


which has prevailed at Columbus dur- 
ing the past few legislatures. 
He said 


further that men of good judgment 
and wise heads and with long experi- 
ence in business were the ones who 
ought to represent the count-y in Co- 
lumbus. .It was with the greatest 
pleasure that he could submit to the 
convention the name of a man who 
was in every way qualified to fill the 
place.

duty on wool held a meeting and decid- 
«d on the following as the rates which 
they will ask the committee to fix on 
•wool: 


First class, in grease, anskirted, 10 


cents per pound; in grease, skirted, 12 
cents per 
pound; if washed, double 


these rates, if scoured, treble. 


Second class, in grease, unskirted, 11 


cente per pound; in grease, skirted, 13 
cents; if washed, double; if scoured, 
treble. 


Third class, worth not exceeding 6

These rates are much higher than

Minded Touth a»<l the SBTBB Hundred 
Inmate* 
Are 
Nearly Panic-Stricken. 


four Ar« Killed Outright. 


Lincoln, Ills., June 19. — A tornado 


which passed over the central 
and 


southern portions of Logan county de- 
stroyed thousands of dollars' worth of 
property and 
completely demolished 


the immense cow barn on the farm of 
the state institution for the 
feeble 


minded. 


Twenty-six persons seeking refuge 


from the storm were buried in the de- 
bris. Fotir of the refugees, boy pupils 
from Chicago, were taken out dead. 
Five others were severely injured, one 
of whom, Jacob Wilmot, the farm su- 
perintendent, will probably die. 


At 3:45 p. 'in. a tornado was seen aS\ 


preaching the city from the. southeast. 
The institution, containing over 700 in- 
mates, seemed to be directly in the 
path of the storm and stringent meas- 
ures were quickly taken to prevent a 
panic. The roofs of several of 
the 


buildings were carried away and much 
damage "was done about the grounds, 
but the 700 inmates were under perfect 
control of the 
attendants and 
the 


threatened panic and great losss of life 
was averted. 


The tornado passed on the northeast, 


touching next on the farm and stock 
barns connected with the asylum, three 
miles distant. In the cow barn -were 
huddled 26 persons, including the su- 
perintendent of the farm, Jacob • Wil- 
mot, 24 pupils and an attendant. 
The 


barn was wrenched from its 
founda- 


tions and torn to pieces. 


Cyclone In Iowa. 


Ottumwa, la., June 19. — A small cy- 


clone passed over Rosefaill, a village in 
Keokuk county, touching the 'ground 
in several places just outside the town. 
The damage done was confined to the 
trees and outbuildings. Another cy- 
clone of somewhat greater violence 
passed six miles east of Oskallosa. Its 
path was over two miles in length and 
about 50 yards in width.
